They came to Bust:n {a the Euroms, from
Ealifax, ard reached New York by the New Haven rain.
They were josfully received by thelr frisnds at the de-
pot, Twenly cighth street, and weiw conveysd to theie

‘realdences. Our reporters osliod upon seversl of them,
-oLd obtained scme addftional wteracting pacticalsrs of
the terrible calamity, whickh we give in this mornieg's
§rper.

There wes a romor in town lust pight that s vessel had

been spoken during the dey oui:ide of Saady Hook, with

. ber of bep igern ard oraw of the Arztis en
borrd,  After diligent inquiry we sutisfed ourselves that
the remor was entirely witboct founcution,

Mr. Dorian waa examined yestarday by Captaln Weat,
#n relntion to the particulers of the disaster, but very
ltde additiona! information was elicited be ides that ul-
ready publizhed. It is Captein Went's opicion, how
ever, from a due conslderstion of all the elreumstancss,
that thare are hopes atill of the sufe y of wrs Colling
snd family. She was not, as coms suppose pat lo the
larboard quarter boat, but he belieces was, after the
Jous of thore who were lower:d, ylaost ta oae of thasa
which haye not yet been heard of We hnpe his conelu-
alozs will prove to be correct, although it would seem
impossible from the direet statemwsat of Mr. Burus to
the eontrary.

1he Vesta is suid to belong to Meawrs. Hermoax & Co,,
of Dieppe. It is well known that the shove Srm makes
every year great outfite for the fishariss of Newfoundland.
In the fall they send a steamar to esrry provisisay to
those ships which are to remain durizg toe winter sea-
son in those latitndes When tho ateamer retarns, she
takes to France those Sshermoa whosn presencs is mot
meedod duricg the winter season  This soccounta forthe
Iarge number of people sesn on bourd.

Qhiere is still some hope of safety for M Gaynst and
his family. M. [upasrear aunounces, in s talegraphis
despatch from Halifax, that M. Gnynet was p-epiring
o embark in the boat wh ch was to leave tha arctle im.
madiately after the one ia which he (. Duyasssar) was
saaved. .

MR. HENDERSON MOORE'S STATEMENT.

Mr. Moore éays that when the collidon oecarred, he
was down in the diniog saloda walting for lunch, as it
“wras about the urnal bour that the goog was seunded for
‘that repast. As soom as the collision happeoed, he (m
medistely went upon deck, and s.w The prop-ller & sho
dlitance from the srotic. Not (e:mimg our vesssl at the
time to be in danger, snd supposing the other hed sus
talned most injury, our capten enused the aretis to
mall atound Lier twioa The dost offioer. Mr. Goarlis,
pad slx men were crdered by ihe oaptain to lvwer the
guarter boat and go to the rel‘efof the propeiler. He
@4 not hear the order, but cthers saved with him did.
As soon as the captain found toat the Arckic wam seri-
ously injured, he, the captain, ealied to Me. Gourlis, aad
requested him to come on board, but as the steamer W
naoder headway he coulinot reash her, and e and the
Poat were soon loet sight of in the demse fog which
provalled. The last time he saw Mr. Goarlie, ho was
standing up in the bost lstening to the captaln,
who stated that he wished him, If posibla, to como on
Board immedistely, as the vessal was ssrionaly injured
Finding it impossible to got Mr Geuwrls om bourd, he

-guve crders to put the hesd of the steamer for lind,
which way she moved umtil about 2 P. M. The
ongine stepped a little aftir 2 P. M. T Jeft the ship
snd got overtoard by her side, having previsudy pull-d
off my coat; and after having strugg ed for & timos in the
water, ] waa finally picted up by Mr Basblem's bost
My impression is that twelve or fourtesm prrsons were
4n the boat when I was first plcked up. Several others,
who bad jumped overbcard, ware socn seea strugg'ing in
the water; ard as Mr B. said thst the captala bad given
him orders to drop asiern and piek np passngers over-
board, we roon crifted out of sight of thsstesmer. Af-
fer layibg onour oars & few mimates, we went fowards
4be steamer, belog directed by the soand of her bells.
Whils approaching her, we foll in with another boat,
conisining twonty-five persors, in charge of the purser
of the Aretle. Including thore pisked up, our boat nowt
oontained twenty-six persans io all, under the direstion
bf Mr. Baslam. The hoats bemg together, put it to vo's,
aod appointed him captainof both  'We had st firet »ix
oars, and the purser’s beat thres.  We brobe ond of our
oars, and gave toe purser cue, which le ¢ as with only
four. Wothen headed for Caps Hace, supponizg iy
might be a*cut 100 miles gistant, beiog guided by the
wind and tle sun, which stowe out for & tew minates
The compazs (cken om Doard failed (o traverse, and was of
M0 use, owcing probably to the fact that Francls’ live boat
are made gf irem. Aller pailing lo company with the
purser’s boat all that night and wext day sod pight, or
antil atout one o'clock A. M on the Friday foilow-
ing, we discoversd land, and which we reached
#wbout 4 I'. M. the same day, sod laoded ot Broad
‘Qove, & little bay, aud the only owe within sevors
miles where it was considered safe to effect & landlog,
and & fsherman’s hut was found nesr
the spot, whers We obiaived rome crackers and water,
the first we had tasted afur loaving the ahip, as we had
takam peliber water or food i cither boat. We had loat
“4ime on Thuraday afternvon by chasing two vemso s, &
schooner snd brig, but did not sucossd la arrasting thele
sitentlon

The life boats behaved beautitully, and Saer sea boats,
-~af thelr suza, probab y mever fioated; th-y mounted and
rode the waves in s beautifal masner.

Mr. Moore siates that tweaty-six perions were all

Moore thinks Mr Bablam behscved well and did the
best he could under the cirpumastansesr.

Captain Lo-e immedistel; ardersd one of the baata to
be lowered, in which the mate, Mr. Godlrey (Gourlie),
ard fAve 8f the seamen precipitated them elves Lo go ta
th= resoue of the sirsnger. In the meautima ths . roric
wert about in order to eo-cpersta in th+ messures tasen
for the sa%ety of the othsr ship. Dut no snomer was
this mavoruvre executed than the eritisal eonsition in
which the sieamer was dissovered to bo, made it impera
tively woessary for her oficers to take (mmed'sts
measures to secure her safaty.

The bow of tho siraoge ship struck the bow of the
Arotio, a little above the cut water on tha atarbosrd slds.
There had heen left an openiog sight faet in wilth, and
five feet io helght, in which a part of the atem was In.
cluded. Two other bresches, not so ltrge, opencd at
emall intervals near the wheelbouse, cerrarpnded to
the frst and sccond ahocks felt ut the time of the col-
lision.

By this threefold gate, the sea entered 1he ship with
& dogres of violence which wis to remcer sll ohstasles
uverless and all eforts 10 stay ite progress insffostual.
Futile efforts were made ta stay the progress of the

water. Thep igers ware engaged at the pampa with
the {oten lon to keep the steamer afloat leng enough to
make the fand.

In order that no time shou'd be lost, it was necoasary
that all attempts to aid the strange ship should be re

ujsotting of 1@ bost. Fortupately In coming to the

sarboard mide 1%y met the boat of Mr. Baslam, sod

were lightened o.%HX perecns  This officer offered to

talo *be e d % the g | snfoty.

Bashlam
and cighteen cf the ship’s erew jumged loto it, and eut
loose from the siskirg vestel. At this time great eonfu-
slon eommenced on shipboard, ss the chaness for eccaps
vow began to appear desperate. The fourth boat was
then ordered to be lowered, but Lefore lettiog It dosn to
the water, the passeogers wers pliced in I+, to soours it
sgainsi the seizure of the sbip's crew  Twenty Gve pas.
eergern, of whom efghteen wers laes, and smoog them
Mra, Collias, were placed in it, when ooerope at the
stean end of the boat gave way, hangicg It by the Lows,
snd precipifating all into the ocssn, excepting two men
and Mre, Craig, who cluog to the boat The lady was
agrin taken oo board the ship, aso tne boat with the two
won in it, was immelately put aont. Assoon as it
was on the water, a rush was made for it, pssacogers and
crow together jumping from the shio, some falling ioto
the water and others into the boat.

It was a rea
sonabls supposition that this boat cume from tLe strange
vespol But the time bad come when every one was pre-
ceoupied with the thought of his o vu safety. Fesrcely
was Lthe trouble taken to Interrogato one of the strang
ers. who Jomped on board at ths moment of ths col-

fslon Al that was learned of him was that the enip
was French

It waa too coon ascertalned that, notwithatanding all
the ¢fforts madent the pumps, the water was gaining
with terrible rapidity, and it soon extingulshed the Ares
From that time the thoughts of every oune were turoel
fowards such moansof safety as would give aray of

hope.

+1)ie Arotic bad six boats, suspended from tackles om
both eides of the ship—two at the larboard and two at
the starbourd side, one on deck, amldahips, snd the sixth
also om deck but torward.

It is important to mscertain the manner In which
these bosts were employed and their destiny. For
the rake of clearness we wil demgnite them by
oumbers, in the following order:—Noe. 1 and 2 on
the starboard quarter, (astern;) Nos. 8 sad 4 om
the larbosrd quarter sstern (darriere;) No. 6, the
boat amidships, and No. 6 the boat on deck forward,
The beat Ko. 1, whioh was sent to the rescue of the
strango versel, and which was abandoned to It«fate,
wap manned Ly the second oficer (rst) and five men:
of whom no pews has yet been recel When It was
proved that ‘he Arctic was unavoicably lost, the order
was to Isuvch the boat No 4, on the larboard side
pear the whesl-hcuse. The boat reccived tmtpum;
or twenty eight persons, women, childres azd passen.
g8, provided with a Utile biseuit and water, but with-
out compas, and without s single man sble to gulde
thelr comrae It has beem Imposeible to msnertain the
oamed of Lhose on board this boat. It is onoly msid
that there was one Frineh Iady, remarked
by her dark complexioe, and who was coursge
ourly using an car st the moment when the bost dis-
appeared io tke fog  Of this one lady nothing Lus sinse
been heard  The bost (Mo, 2) faciog the one last mon-
ticned was them 1 d, and the d officer, Mr.
Baahlam, west in it—not, as haa been sald, through
selllsh motives, but by order of the Captain, who told
him, *Mr. Baahlsm, take that boat, and mske of I the
best you can.'' These words exonerste Mr Bashlam
from the reproack ca which It wita thought right to cast
opon him from the first statements. ‘the orew,
however, seem to have forgottem their duty, sai
theught only of theis own mafety. The fact, aa
soon as the bost of Mr. Bashlam raachsd
the water that seventoen sallorsfor firemen threw them
melves in it with such violence, that IL was neccusicy
immediataly to cut swny the tackie to prevemt smup
set. At the t that tbe st was passing for-
ward of this boat, s passenger, Mr. Heary Moare, pre
eipitated bimseli from the meamer and was received on
board the boat  This brought the oamber o, persom.
in the bost to ninet There r d mow the foarth
boat (No 4,) noar the stern. Oapt. Luce put on bosrdo
this boat Mrs Collins, her echildren, and several other
passengers. Unfortonately, at the moment of lowering
this boat ome of the pulleys gave way, the other re-
mainiog entangied. The boat was precipitated nesrly per.
pendicelarly, and all who were in it, excepting thres
pere ns, we's thrown lato the sea At sush s momen
& misfortune like this was without a remedy. The over-
hanling of the boat, now empty, was schieved, and it
was impossible to regulate her deatiny. It was s gene-
ral sauve qui pent  Passengers and satlors without cere-
mony jamped into the boat, whicp was la & few seconds
flled MM Dupavsenr, C. T Mitchell, W. A, Young, W.
W afivert, F. do Mayer, Willlam Gibon K. M. huss, J.
Bogart, J. Fennesny, J McHath, Geo. Dobbs, snd Dula-
quain (servant of M. lo Due de Gramont), were happy
enongh to find places in tais boat.

M. Jo I'ne de Gramont himself tried to jump, but fall
into the ren, and would have iImmedistaly perished, had
It not bees for his servant, who by & supsroumen offors
boisted him on board. Dulaquais himself regained 1he
boat by moana of a rope, invi‘ing his master to foliow
bis example, but the bost had got under way,
1 ulaquais mades groat jump, and foll liko an fnert mass
inthe boat. M de Gramont did not feel atrong snough
to imitate him, or be would oot have allowsd to pass
e procicus misute whish separated safsty from death

1he your g duke, M, Guynet, and Mr  Brown's family,
wore the last persons tbat M. Dupssssur pernsived om
the apern  of the at the t whan the

boat passed sround the ship
M. Dupasscur was the twenty-Afth perssn in the beat,

and the lesst movemeni might have resulied in the

y 'and d tor s few by the alip's
side. On the steamer were still left two boats, each enp-
able of bolding Ofty passengers. In about G'teen min-
utea time after we put off from the ship, we fell i with
the boat ing Liout Buahlom znd erew, which re-
celved six of our pomber, mysell amoog them, wusing
twenty fivo in Basblam's boat, aud leaviog nioetcen in
the other. By acclamation Mr. Bashlae was putie
commeni of the twa boats, who fmmedlateiy steered in
anorthwestern direetion, on whick courre we sontinved
for forly two hours, In hope of resching land. During
tbis veyage, the twobosta in the pight bept us & constast
slouiling that they might keep in each other's com pany.
We were all this time without provisicne, sad shipping
wator from almost every sea. We wore all wel through,
and shiveriog with eold, to whieh were added the knaw-
ivge of hunger and the terrors of starva lm. In this
dlshonr tening situstion we kept up our gpirits, and
relied on Providenes for succor and rescus. On the
25th, at noon, s sail was discovered, and immedistely
our boais were dirested for it, but the vessel not per.
eriving ua, after two hours' rowing, we gave up the pur
suit. We again were put on our course for lsud by or-
der of our commander, and about four o'slock in theal
terncon wo perseivad a hermaphredite brig.  'Weo made
every exertion to resch ber, but our efforts were in vain.
‘We were then truly discoursged, snd death seomed in-
evitable toall. About dark the wind chasgel, and it
begen to raln. When the rain had eaded, it loft us on s
calm ses, but without uny physicsl strength to do more
even for our lives. About two o’clock tte man om the
look-out thovght he saw land, and fancisd be heard the
roar of the breskers on the shore This proved tobe
eorrect, and about four o’clock the lund was plain befors
us, An bour afterwarda, and we were all safely landed
at Broad Cove, sbout iwenty miles esst of Cape Hece,
and sixty miles from F¢. John. The only hablisticn
pear ua was & flsherman's hat, where we were pro-
vided with water and biscult, 1he ouly provision of it
tenant. Having rested here, we walked to the village
Fenows, about four miles distant, where we, ware re
cetved with open ayms by the ichabitants, and every
bospitality sbown us. Without wailing bere looger
shan iime enough to appesse our bungrr, we chartersd
& fsher's smaok and set sail for Ferry Laod. At this
place we remained two fays, the weather belng very
styrmy. COnthe 34 of Octo“er. ot 4 o'slock fu the after.
noon, after journsy by soa sod land, we arrived at EL
Jobn, whore we were surprired to find the French
steamer which had munk the Arctic in the ocean, and
which we supposed had hersell gose down. This
steam er, called the Veata, belopgs to Grandville, s port
in France, Ja about 240 toua burdem, ond had left st
Piero, Nawfoundland, only tweohty-four honrs before the
eollision, baving on board 147 fishermen and s coew of
twenty sallors. The Vesis was much injured, but an
inver spartmont at the place of tho bLreak {n her bows,
called the bullbead, saved hor from filllng with water
and sinking From BEt. John we reachel this port by
the steamer Furopa.

STATEMENT OF GEORGE DOBBS,

Mr. Dobbs, oo of ihe second calin passeogers, who
arrived Iast evenlng from Boston, gives us the follow.
{0g particulars. The time of tha cullision, he siya, was
sbout twelve o'clock and Le agrees with the ether
passergers In statiog thal little or no apprebensions
wero enterisined about {he safoty of the vessel When
the full extont of tho demage was ascertsined, he e
sisted in workiog the pumpe usiil the diewon came on
deck, when he abandoued them and began ‘o losk out for
bin own safsty Haxdly an hour had elapsed from the
time of the eollision before he saw Mr Baahlam snd iwo
or three mon in ome of 1he beats, when, to use his own
words, he thought It was time to look out for himself.
Beiziog hold of & rope he swung himself down into the
boat, soon after which it shoved off trom the steamer.
There were, he s poaitive, about twenty-five In it,
five or alx of whom were takem out of another
boat, for the purposs of I'ghtening it, and some of whom
were afterwards found flosting about. Thers were no
provisiens on board. and for two days and nights—ths
time it took them to reach St. Johna—they had pothing
to est or drink. Shortly after they left the ateamer they
fo.l o with the poat from which they took the five or
six passergers alluded to, and which then contalved
pigeteen  Both boats arrived at the same time st St
Johss, bavivg kept in company f:om the mement thoy
first met.
